Every Father And Mother Ought to be In- 
terested in This Great Institution. 


ONLY ONE HOUR A WEEK, BUT IT PAYS. 


Ever since I came to myself 
and started for my Heavenly 
Father’s house J] have been more 
or less interested in the study 
of the Bible. Although I took 
no interest in this until 1 was 
near twenty-five, when | did be- 
come interested I was all in for 
it. Ifelt that I must make up 
for lost time. 

When I commenced attending 
Sunday school I was too old for 
the card class, but in knowledge 
of the Bible there was where I 
belonged. 1 scarcely knew there 
was an Old Testament and a 
New Testament except I remem- 
bered the Family Record in my 
mother’s old Bible that separated 
something from the other. I did 
not know there were sixty-six 
books, thirty-nine in the Old and 
twenty-seven in the New. 


But it was not long after I 
started until I became interested. 
And when I became interested I 
was interested right. Once a 
day for Sunday school was not 
enough. I would go one place 
in the morning and sometimes to 
another 1n the afternoon. Then 
sometimes we would have two 
Sunday schools a day at the 
same place. In the morning we 
would study and recite oue lesson 
and in the afternoon another. 

It was not long until I was 
selected for suverintendent. I 
did not know how to be superin- 
tendent, I did not know what 
was required of a superintendent 
more than to open the school and 
close it. But Iwasa learner. I 
studied and cried, and prayed, 
and worked atit the best I could. 
The school was only one hour a 
week and that was almost too 
much for me. If it had been one 
hour a day | guess | could not 
have borne up under the re- 
sponsibility I felt. 

If it had been school books or 
common school it would not have 
seemed so much. I had been in 
the school room for years. I 
knew that kind of work, but 
I did not know Sunday school 
work, That had to do with the 
Bible and religion and that is 
the reason it seemed too much 
for me. There was something 
sacred about it. I was dealing 
with divine questions. I had to 
do with eternal things. That is 
the reason I felt it so strongly. 

But I went through for a year. 
Then was selected for a second 
year. And then followed an- 
other and another. And never 
since those years havel felt good 

. to miss Sunday school on Sunday. 
I learned the good of Sunday 
school late in life, but when I 
once learned it, it stayed with 
me. I never have been weaned 
away from it. I never graduated 
and entered other pursuits in 
life. 

It is true that since those years 
~of beginnings I have had to work 
on Sunday to hold my job, and 
missed Sunday school for a time. 
But this did not last long. I de- 
cided I could find employment 
that did not deprive me of at- 
teading Sunday school. [ said 
good-by to that kind of labor and 
have never returned to it.

ship, and on this account Sunday 
work should be avoided as much

In reality I feel that the Sun- 
day school was a great factor in 
raising me from ignorance of the 
Bible to what Lam today. What- 
ever the mission of the Sunday 
school is to others for myself I 
feel that I can honor it as a 
means or stepping stone to the 
position I hold today. Without 
the training I received in the 
Sunday school I possibly never 
would have been promoted from 
what I once was to what I am 
today. 


I do not mean to honor the 
Sunday school and leave the 
Lord out of it, but I feel the 
Lord used the Sunday school as a 
means of training for me. The 
Lord has ever been with me. He 
has ever helped me, and He 
helped me in and through the 
Sunday school. 


In a short article like this I 
can not tell fully what is the 
mission of the Sunday school, 
but it has a mission, and fills a 
place in the church and in the 
world that is not filled by any 
other institution. Kvery father 
and mother ought to be interested 
in this great institution. How 
parents of children can remain 
disinterested in such an import- 
ant institution is a mystery to 
me. Our children have been 
trained up in the Sunday school, 
and do not know when they 
commenced going. If I could 
have my way I would have ey- 
ery baby in America taken to 
Sunday school as soon as the 
mother is able to go after the 
birth. I would have them 
placed in the card class as soon 
as they are able to sit.alone on 
the seat and hold a little picture 
ecard in their hands. I would 
have them made to stay there 
for thirty minutes and not leave 
the class and run to mama every 
few minutes. 


People say they get tired and 
cannot stay so long. They say 
it would be cruel to keep the 
little fellows quiet so long. I 
say it would be more cruel to 
indulge them~in running about 
in the house, or out around the 
church house chasing the butter- 
flies or running to get a drink of 
water every few minutes. That 
is one reason why parents lose 
control of their boys and girls so 
early, it 1s because they do not 
train little fellows to be quiet 
and orderly when they are very 
small. 

It 1s one mission of the Sun- 
day school to train the children 
to be quiet and orderly. But to 
do this the superintendent and 
teachers need the hearty co-op- 
eration of the parents. If the 
right training is given, and the 
rules observed and enforced by 
the parents when the little ones 
enter Sunday school, and it is 
followed up closely until time 
for a child to begin to think 
and act for himself, I venture to 
say that boy will behave him: 
self in religious services and 
anywhere he may chance to be. 

I regard the training as one of 
the greatest benefits, if not the 
very greatest. It is there that 
every child should be trained to 


reverence the Holy Bible. When} 


the sacred Word is read, every 
child should be trained to be 
perfectly quiet and listen atten- 
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tively. If they will not do this 
for the superintendent and 
teacher the parents should take 
the matter in hand and enforce 
this rule. It should be done 
while the child is very small, 
and not wait till he gets out of 
his baby clothes. If the little 
fellow gets restless and whim- 
pery and the teacher can not get 
him to be quiet then is the time 
fur one or both of the parents to 
step in. About once or twice 
taken out and around behind 
the house with the proper reme- 
dy administered that little fellow 
will get his lesson. 


One of the causes for bad and 
restless children in Sunday-school 
and meeting is because the par- 
ents ‘o not commence the reme- 
dy early enough. They wait till! 
the little fellow gets big enough 
to get mad. When he is so lit- 
tle they say he is too little and 
tender. And 
say they love the little dear too 
well to administer such a strong 
remedy. But itis more of a 
sign that they do not iove the 
child when they refuse, By rul- 
ing the little fellow before he is 
old enough to get mad shows the 
love you have for the same child 
when he is up in his teens. 
While you are doing the training 


in infancy you are loving him) 


when he is grown up. If you 
wait till he has grown up old 
enough to be mean, and whip 
him for his meanness you will 
fail. 

Put the little darlings in the 
Sunday-school class and make 
them behave themselves and 
stay there for thirty minutes, 
and you will find in after life 
more about what the mission 
of the Sunday-school is if you 
doubt my word now. You will 
seea little crowd of children 
that will know how to be quiet 
and attentive while the minister 
preaches, They will reverence 
the house of God and the Holy 
Bible. You parents will not be 
put to shame, and your hearts 
broken, as you are compelled to 
watch the big boys go out of the 
house while the minister is do- 
ing his best to awaken an inter- 
est in their soul’s salvation, or 
watch your own big girls titter 
and giggle and make faces while 
the sacred Word is being ex- 
pounded. 

The mission of the Sunday- 
school is similar to that of a hot- 
bed, a garden, a nursery, a train- 
ing camp. It is a place for -dis- 
ciplining troops for the religious 
war. ‘They grow under good 
care and protection. They are 
tilled and pruned like the tender 
saplings of the nursery. ‘They 
are drilled and trained for a life 
of usefulness. They are large!y 
prepared for stanch solid mem- 
bers of the church. They grow 
up and take the place of the old- 
er ones as they pass on to glory. 


I wish to repeat that every 
father and mother ought to be 
interested in this great institu- 
tion. It is only one houra week; 
butit pays. This means fifty 
two hours speid in a good place 
in-a year. It meansa schooling 
of almost three solid months in 
ten years. All of this and 
the time scarcely missed. Three 
months study of the Bible, Yes, 
it is only about one hour a week, 
but it pays. The benefits | have 
received from faithful attendance 
are inestimable. They would 
have been much more if I had 
been put ip when a mere babe 
and nursed up under the good in- 
fluence. 

Every church should have a 
good Sunday school. Every 
overseer should see that every 
church under his care has a Sun- 
day-school in good every Sunday 
working order. Indeed,a church, 
hardly seems like a church if it
